 Getting those federal income taxes ready can be a 

headache! Unless the tax payer knows current laws, 

he/she may miss a deduction which could cost him/her 

money.   Why take chances?  The IRS Volunteer 

Income Tax Assistance Program offers free tax help 

for low to modern income taxpayers and for seniors 60 

and older.  These services will be available on Tuesdays, 

February 2 through April 12, 2016, from 8:30 a.m. – 

11:30 a.m. at the Stephenville Senior Citizens Center.     

Taxpayers may also get assistance with their taxes at the 

Texas A & M AgriLife Extension Center, 1229 N U.S. 

Hwy 281, on Wednesdays from 1p.m. – 4p.m., 

beginning February 3 through April 13, 2016.  

Taxpayers will need to present the following items to 

have their returns prepared: Photo identification; valid 

social security card for the taxpayer, spouse and 

dependents; birth dates for all dependents; statements 

from all employer (W-2, 1099-R); statement of social 

security earnings (1099 SSA); interest and dividend 

statements from banks; bank routing numbers and 

account numbers for direct deposit, if desired; total paid 

for day care and day care provider’s identification 

number, if applicable; documents relating to health 

insurance and other relevant information about income 

and expenses.  Tax payers should always bring a copy 

of the previous year’s return.  Counselors will not be 

preparing returns for farm income, rental property, 

business income with a loss/ depreciation or any returns 

without proper paperwork.  In addition to free tax return 

preparation assistance, these sites use free electronic 

filing.  An e-filed tax return means a faster refund.  The 

IRS can generally issue refunds to taxpayers who 

combine e-file and direct deposit in as few as 14 days.

You 

can sign up for the following test: Carotid Artery/Plaque 

Screening (Cost $70); Abdominal Aortic Aneurysm 

Screening (Cost $70); Peripheral Arterial Disease 

Screening (Cost $60); Atrial Fibrillation/ Heart Rhythm 

Screening (Cost $70); and the Osteoporosis Screening 

(Cost $60).  With package 1, you will get the first four 

tests for $139.  To get all five tests, the cost is $149.  Pay 

with cash or credit card!  No insurance accepted! You 

should receive the results within 21 days.

Veteran’s News 
 

 

 The DAV shuttle takes veterans to scheduled VA doctor 

appointments in Temple or Waco medical centers, as well as 

Brownwood Community Based Outpatient Clinic.  When 

making your VA appointments, let them know you are a 

Shuttle rider and that the appointment needs to be made on 

days the van is scheduled for that area.  The rides are free.  

Call Robin Ritchie at 254-965-2689 to schedule your rides.  

Remember you meet in the parking lot next to the Erath 

County Fire Department.  You must be there by 7:15a.m.   

Reserved parking for veterans is marked near the shuttle 

pavilion.  The van leaves at 7:30 a.m.   Here are the guidelines 

for riding on the Stephenville DAV shuttle: 
1. Reservations must be made for rides on the shuttle at least 

24 hours before scheduled appointments.  Any veterans 

needing Triage or Emergency visits are not permitted to 

ride the shuttle via the VA Health Care System’s 

regulations. 

2. Veterans must be ambulatory and able to enter and exit the 

shuttle on their own physical power 

3. Veterans pick up will be only at established pick up places 

or prearranged stops along the scheduled route.  Drivers are 

not allowed to pick veterans up off the already established 

route. 

4. Non-Veterans riders must be approved before riding the 

shuttle (non-veteran riders are only approved as health care 

providers or next of kin visitor while veteran is 

hospitalized) 

5. All shuttle rules in which the VA has established are to be 

followed by both rider and drivers,  Complaints of violators 

will be reported to the Shuttle Coordinator 
 

Note:  Due to a shortage of volunteer drivers, the day of 

operation schedule has changed for the Stephenville DAV 

shuttle. The scheduled is below.  Anyone interested in 

becoming a volunteer driver can contact the VAVS office at 

the VA: 1-800-423-2111. 
 *Mondays & Wednesdays-Waco and/or Temple appointments to 

the Health Care Center will need to be made after 9a.m. and before 

2p.m. 

 * Thursdays Only- Brownwood appointments to the Community
